Sent From Beaver Dam and Published Without 
Investigation as to Facts. 



SINGULAR IGNORANCE OF 

FACTS IN THE STORY. 

Aiierttd that Mr. J. B. Atkinson Own» 
Fourteen Mints and Will Com- 
bine Others. 

THERE IS NOTHING IN IT- 

A remarkable etupid report 
was sent' out from Beaver Dam, 
Ky., last Friday, which found 
space for publication without 
comment or investigation in the 
Louisville Evening Post, an 
Owensboro paper and the Mad- 
isonville Hustler. This report 
toucheB nearly all the coal oper- 
ators of Western Kentucky and 
asserts that a big combination 
will be effected with Mr. J. B. 
Atkinson. 

Here is the Beaver Dam tele- 
gram: 

Beaver Dam, Ky., Oct. 31.— There 
is a move on foot to consolidate all 
the coal mines in Western Ken- 
tucky, and it is said, on what seems 
good authority, too, that the deal 
will be consummated within the 
next two or three weeks. Mr. J. B. 
Atkinson, of Earlington, who owns 
fourteen mines in Hopkins and 
Webster counties, is managing the 
big deal for an Eastern syndicate, 
ir the deal goes through it will in- 
clude, besides all the mines in Hop- 
kins and Webster counties, the col- 
lieries at the following places : Tay- 
lor, Williams. Henry, Render, Ech- 
ols, Central City, Bevier, Drakes- 
boro, Mud River, Powderly.Hillslde, 
Oakland, Lucerne and St. Charles. 

Mr. Atkinson is the only operator 
In the entire Western Kentucky dis- 
trict who does not employ union la- 
There are about 1,000 union min- 
ers In Oils county (Ohio) alone, and 
they are all very much interested in 
the deal. They think that if it goes 
through Mr. Atkinson will have 
control and will try to substitute 
nonunion labor. 

The facts of the matter, as 
telegraphed to the daily press by 
the Earlington correspondent, 
are stated in the appended dis- 
patch. This cbrrection was 
printed in the Louisville papers 
Saturday, the day following the 
publication , of the Beaver Dam 
grapevine story. People who 
have read at all of the widely 
published facts concerning this 
coal field, recognized the singu- 
lar lack of truth in some of the 
statements in the above dispatch. 
To those yet unenlightened the 
following dispatch will convey 
some interesting information : 

Earlington, Ky., JJov. 1.— It is em- 
phatically denied at.the office of the 
St. Bernard Mining Company this 
morning that Mr. John B. Atkinson, 
President of that company, haa auy- 
tblng to. do with any deal for the 
combination of coal mines in the 
Western Kentucky coal field, as was 
reported from Beaver Dam yester- 
day. Mr. Atkinson was called east 
last night on account of the death of 
a relative and could not be seen. 
Other statements in the report re- 
ferred to are also incorrect. Mr. At- 
kinson does not own fourteen mines 
In Hopkins and Webster counties, 
as stated, but his company does own 
and operate seven mines in Hopkins 
and owns certain lands in Webster 

There are other important errors 
of statement in the dispatch referred 
to, whioh interest the people of this 
section. One of these Is that Mr. 
Atkinson is the only operator In the

The great demand 
of late for coke is, no doubt, 
mostly caused by the anthracite 
coal strike opening up a market 
for this fuel to take the place of 
hard coal.

The first of the month resem- 
bled somewhat of a holiday at 
this place, as hundreds of miners 
were seen in and around the 
stores, ordering and having goods 
delivered to their homes. This 
monthly performance is a pleas- 
ant sight to witness.

Generally speaking the public, 
on the outside of those directly 
engaged in the coal mining busi- 
ness, are possessed of the idea 
that immense fortunes are made 
by coal operators and owners of 
coal producing properties, and 
when told tho contrary they are 
slow to believe. It is neverthf- 
a fact that there is little 
t in the coal business, if we 
dieve the statement of such 
worthy men as Mr. Fred Powell, 
of Sebree, who has been actively 
engaged in the coal business at 
that place for several years past, 
and who, for the reason that he 
could not profitably run the mine 
at that place, sold his interests 
in the Sebree coal mine to Mr. 
Ramsey, of that place, who will 
continue its oporatian. Mr. 
Powell says, he could make no 
money, in fact not enough to 
pay interests on investments, 
and, desiring to get rid of the 
worry for nothing, he sold out, 
the exception of the mineral

So interested were our miners 
here in the production of coal 
that they almost forgot that 
Tuesday, Nov. 4th was election 
day. 

Foreman Longstaff was called 
to the Hecla mine one day last 
week to look after some contem- 
plated changes in shaft. Tom 
has gained quite a reputation as 
an expert on shaft siuking and 
repairs. 

Assistant Mechanical Engineer 
N. W. Umstead had some serious 
trouble with one of his eyes last 
week, caused by a small piece of 
metal getting into it. 

Many persons who use hard 
coal have but little idea of the 
narrow limits within which the 
rich deposits are found. They 
are all in Pennsylvania, and if 
the whole of the three big fields 
were brought together in one 
compact body it would be no 
larger than a county twenty-four 
miles long and twenty-two miles 
wide. 

But when the wonderfully 
productive seams and strata 
down deep in the bowels of the 
earth of this seemingly small 
county are considered the area 
in square miles has little or no 
si^nificane. The best idea of its 
capacity to produce coal may be 
formed when it is stated that the 
anthracite production rea. hes all 
the way from 50,000,000 to 00,- 
1)00,000 tons a year. 

There are three principal fields, 
all in the northeastern corner of 
the state, tho Wyoming, the 
Schuylkill aud the Lehigh region, 
mentioned in order of their im- 
portance. Iu 1000 the output in 
round numbers was: Wyoming, 
14000,000 tons; Schuylkill, 1!1,- 
500,000 tons; Lehigh, 7,000,000. 

A recent volume showing the 
mineral resources of the United 
States for the calendar year 1901, 
United States Geological Surrey, 
estimates the world's production 
of coal iu 1901 at 800,105,540 
short tons. The three great coal 
producing countries of the world 
are the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany. The out- 
put of these three countries com- 
bined makes up 81.01 per cent, 
of the world's total. Austria- 
Hungary comes fourth, France 
is fifth, Belgium sixth and Rus- 
sia seventh. The last country, 
notwithstanding its vast area, 
produces onlv about 0 per cent, 
as much coal as the United 
States.

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KENTUCKY GAME LAW. 

One week from next Saturday, 
November 15th, will see the be- 
ginning of the open season for 
quail, and the local sportsmen 
are looking forward with pleas- 
ure to the time. Perhaps these 
favorites of the feathered tribes 
are not numerous this season but 
the enthusiasm of the nuntere 
will not flag on that account. 
They will still hunt. 

As it happens, the season is 
now "open" for all kinds of 
game. But perhaps the hunter 
is not always discriminating as 
to what is included under the 
definition "game" in Kentucky. 
There are birds often slaugh- 
tered which may not legally be 
killed \i any time. There is nc 
open season for song birds or in 
sectiverous birds, and the pen 
alty for killing these at any time 
is the same as is prescribed for 
killing game out of season. 

There is, indeed, everywhere 
much wanton destruction of our 
beautiful song birds by mere 
marksmen, and it is time the 
law should be understood on 
this point. 

These sections cover the point 

See. 8. No person shall at any 
time catch, kill or persue with such 
Intent, or haye in their posses ' 
after the same has been caught or 
killed, any thrush, meadew lark, 
finch, martin, swallow, woodpecker, 
flicker, oriole, red bird, tanker, cat 
bird, blue bird or other song or in 
sectiverous bird, except where the 
same shall be destructive to f" 
fruit or grain crops. 

See. 10. No person shall rob 
destroy the nests or eggs of any wild 
bird whatsoever, save only those of 
a predatory nature, and destructive 
of other birds or fowls. 

See. 11. Any person guilty of vio- 
lating any of the provisions of either 
of the preceding sections shall be 
fined for each offense not less thau 
$5 nor more than $26. 

Sec. 12. The possession of any of 
the animals or birds intended to be 
protected by this law within the pe- 
riods for which their killing or pur- 
suit 1b hereby prohibited shall be 
prima facie evidence that the said 
animal or bird was unlawfully 
caught or killed, and the possession 
thereof unlawful. 

The law further provides that 
each bird or animal killed shall 
constitute a separate offense, 
that a fine shall be imposed for 
each offense and that the 
former shall receive 50 per ( 
turn of said fines. 

Our song birds should receive 
the same protection under the 
law as is given to game.

.New York, Nov. 0.— With a list o 
12 persons killed nnd 74 injured before 
him. Coroner Scholer has inaugurated 
an investigation of the explosion of 
tire works in Madison Square Tm-iiiv 
evening. Hght men already hSVS been 
locked up, charged with criminal 
neglect, and the coroner hns issued a 
warrant for the arrest of John Ui- 
muudio, of Coney Islund, who is ul- 
leged to have been in charge of the 
fireworks. 

"It Is a case of absolute criminal 
neglect," said the coroner. "One of 
the mortars was set off, and it was 
pointed at a row of other mortars in 
a line. There was a defect in the bot- 
tom of the mortar, and it leaned to- 
ward the others, which were set off 
by the fireball thrown toward them. 

District Attorney Jerome, who was 
at the Union club in Fifth avenue, not 
far from the scene of the explosion, 
hurried to the scene and, after an in- 
vestigation, ordered the arrest of the 
men in charge of the ftrewbrka.

The scenes at the ohspital and 
Rt the morgue following the terrible 
crush after the explosion were beyond 
description.

While they were 
scrambling to reach places of safety 
knocking one another down and fall- 
ing over park bf l ches, 30,000 others 
were cheering freni the opposite side 
of the park, where they were viewing 
the election returns thrown upon a 
screen before the new sky-scraper 
known as the "Flat Iron Building."

Five hundred persons gathered 
outside of the morgue, and other hun- 
dreds came and went during the 
night, sacking, among the unidentified 
dead, tha -relatives and friends whom 
they had lost during the terrible 
orush at the hospital gates and 
among them reany women. The

The Nat|pnal Convention of 
the W. C. T. U., at Portland, 
Maine, is said to have drawn the 
largest audiences ever assembled 
in that city. Besides the actual 
members of the convention, there 
were a large number of delegates 
from Canada, one from Japan, 
one from South Africa and sev- 
eral from England. 

Sunday was a notable day in 
the convention. In the morning 
thirty-two pulpits were filled bv 
members of the convention. Du- 
ring the day the Y. M. C. A., the 
Y. W. 0. A., the R. R. Y. M. C. 
A. and the jail were visited and 
three mass meetings held. 

Invitations for the next con- 
vention were received from Tex- 
as, Sioux Falls, Milwaukee and 
Louisville. 

One evening called "Jubilee 
Night" ivas given to the States 
which have made a gain of over 
500 in membership during the 
year. There were six states to 
claim this honor : Illinois, which 
reported a gain of 1,770 ; New 
York, having made a gain of 
1,704, now has a membership of 
24,148, making the largest en- 
enrollment of any state ; Penn- 
sylvania, having 15,000 mem- 
bers ; Maine, Ohio and Alabama. 



Elizabeth Cady Stanton, some- 
time called "The Qrand Old 
Woman," died October 26, at 
her home in West Ninety-fourth 
street, New York City. She was 
born November 12, 1815, and 
' therefore nearly 87 years of 
age at the time of her death. 
She was the daughter of Judge 
Daniel Cady, and as a child dis- 
played unusual intelligence. 

Mrs. Stanton graduated from 
Mrs. Emma Willard's Seminary, 
at Troy, N. Y., in 1883. In 1840, 
she was married to Henry Brewer 
Stanton, a noted anti-slavery 
orator and lecturer. Immediate- 
ly after their marriage thev went 
to London, to attend the inter- 
national anti-slavery convention 
held there, to which Mrs. Stan- 
ton was a delegate. On account 
of being a woman, she was not 
allowed to participate in its pro- 
ceedings. Although an ant i- 
elavery conventiod the emanci- 
pation of woman was too radical 
a measure, at that time for even 
that body to consider. 

Mrs. Stanton, with Mrs. Lucre- 
tia Mott, signed the call for the 
first woman's rights convention, 
which was held at Seneca Falls, 
N. Y., her home, July 1H and 20, 
1848. 

Mrs. Stanton was the head of 
the movement, and besides car- 
ing for the delegates, she wrote 
the declaration of aimes, which 
although a most masterly docu- 
ment, was the subject of great 
ridicule and jest throughout the 
United States. 

When Mrs. Stanton's father, 
Judge Cady, heard of her resolu- 
tion "That it is the duty 
of the women of this country to 
secure to themselves their-sacred 
rights to the elective franchise," 
he was filled with a fear that her 



Finding her still sane he tried to 
reason with her on the suffrage 
question, but finding her thor- 
oughly capable of maintaining 
her own side of the argument, 
he was obliged to submit to the 
inevitable. 

From 1867 to 1874 she went 
from state to state campaigning 
for woman suffrage. She also 
became a candidate for Congress 
from the Eight Congressional 
District of New York, under the 
patronage of the New York Her 
aid. 

When the constitutional con- 
vention of Pennsylvania was in 
session, some time in the 70's, 
she appeared before that body 
and made a magnificent appeal 
that the constitution then being 
framed should confer upon 
woman the right of suffrage. 
Among other things she said, 
"You say that a woman does not 
know enough to vote. Well, I 
am ready to converse with any 
member of this convention in 
seven different languages. Who 
is ready to carry on his part of 
the conversation?" — and nobody 
responded. 

Mrs. Stanton was the mother 
of seven childreu all of whom 
occupy prominent positions in 
life and not one that uses tobac- 
co or alcoholic liquors in any 
form. Surely, this is a noble 
record for a mother! There 
could not be stronger evidence 
that although she engaged in 
public duties for the good of 
society she did not neglect her 
own home. 



Many of our readers may re- 
member that at a meeting of the 
Church Club in New York City 
last January, two of that city' 
eminent divines distinguished 
themselves by indulging in 
remarks that will not soon be 
forgotten by the parties in- 
terested. 

These two belebrities are Dr. 
Rainsford and Bishop Potter. 
Dr. Rainsford made himself fa- 
mous by saying: "The W. O. 
T. U. women are doing the devil's 
work," and Dr. Potter opened 
his mouth and said : "Prohibi- 
tion is an impudent failure." 
That was last January. 

At the opening of the conven- 
vion of the New York diocese, at 
Holy Trinity Protestant Episco- 
pal church, the last week of Sep- 
tember, the good Bishop again 
distinguished himself by saying: 
"There are virtues in the saloon. 
A vast amount of temperance 
agitation now carried on is 
tainted with falsehood and neces- 
sarily futile. The workmgman's 
task is so narrow and confining 
that he is not to be blamed if 
now and then he 'eyens up' and 
introduces a little variety by 
getting drunk. Prohibitory laws, 
whether put in operation on one 
day or on all days, are as stupid 
as they are ineffectual." 

At the national convention of 
the W. C. T. U., in Portland, 
Lady Isabel Somerset, in her ad- 
dress on Sunday afternoon in the 
city hall, before an audience of 
four thousand people, said : "I 
am astonished and pained be- 
pond expression to think that a 
bishop of my own church could 
give utterance to such state- 
ments." She could not under- 
stand what blight had fallen up- 
on him to aay such things. If 
Bishop Potter thought these pe3- 
le needed a little variety in 
their lives, why did he not make 
some effort himself to establish 
some means of recreation that 
would; be both wholesome and 
restful?" Lady Isabel's remarks 
were endorsed by the heartiest 
applause. 

Commenting on Bishop Potter, 
The Pennsylvania Methodist, 
published at Harrisburg, says: 



"The Bishop does not talk, pray 
and preach one way and vote 
another. He is no hypocrite. 
He argues for rum and votes 
that way. He justifies drinking 
and imports a barrel of Scotch 
rum, and kicks like a mule when 
Republican custom house officers 
want him to pay the duty on it, 
He is generally condemned by 
ecclesiastics who vote as he does, 
but talk on the other side. We 
had rather take his chauces in 
the judgement than those of the 
men who sign their names to the 
declaration that "The liquor 
traffic cannot he legalized with- 
out sin," and then vote for can- 
didates for office -,vho favor 
licence. Potter is on the wrong 
side. His influence is most per- 
nicious. He is doing more to 
down humanity than a dozen 
others can do to save it." 

The Evangelical, the leading 
representative of the United 
Evangelical church in the United 
States, comments upon the event 
in this way : 

Bishop Potter of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, standing 
in the heart of the saloon-ruled 
and liquor be-slobbered city of 
New York, as a professed minis- 
ter of Jesus Christ, gives aid and 
comfort to the greatest evil in 
the land by denouncing the Pro- 
hibition movement a fraud and a 
failure. So far as he is con- 
irned it is a failure, for it could 
not prevent him from importing 
a cargo of wines for home con- 
sumption. His intemperate words 
betray inspiration derived rather 
from the 'spirit of wine' than 
from the Spirit of God. A 
bishop should keep sober, re- 
frain from bearing false witness, 
talk good sen?^, or keep his^ 
outh shut."

Tuesday's election was one of 
the quietest affairs of the kind 
ever pulled off in Hopkins coun- 
ty, perhaps, except at the county 
seat, where the proposition to 
vote bonds for a municipal light 
plant warmed things up to a 
white heat.

SUGGESTIONS FOR HOUSEWIFE 



When washing flannels shake nod 
brush them thoroughly before plung- 
ing into the water, ae this removes the 
dirt in a more satisfactory manner 
and keeps, the flannels while, aaj s the 
Chicago Daily News.

THE SCHOOLS OF RUSSIA. 



n and Country, aud Hud 



While children in America are pro- 
vided with comfortable public schools, 
young Russians have the poorest of 
accommodations even if the recent of- 
ficial report about the school system 
in Russia did conceal a part of that 
system's worst aspects. A general re- 
organization of the public instruction 
was ordered a few months ago by the 
imperial government, and numerous 
commissions of inquest have been in- 
stituted. Their work of investigation 
was relatively easy when it re' tTt d to 
schools situated in towns, but it be- 
came very difficult when information 
had «o be collected about the schools 
in the country. No omeiul was anxious 
to proceed to villages lost in the 
steppes, the forests or the swamps. 
Still, some persons devoted to the 
cause of popular instruction, especial- 
ly M. Ponomareff, Inspector of primary 
schools, hove undertaken journeys 
more fatiguing than explorations in 
Thibet or Patagonia, reports a London 
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the latter happier than the female 
teacher. The moujik considers the 
teacher a man who lives at his expense, 
and he pnys him less than the shep- 
herd. When snow has fallen and the 
boys are without anything to do, be- 
ing unable on account of the winter to 
be of help to their parents, the letter 
think of their education. An "out- 
chittel," or schoolmaster, is hired by 
the villagers, who agree to feed and to 
pay him. The price vnries from 10 to 
50 rubles ($0 to $40) for the whole win- 
ter, which is very long in Russia. As 
to the food. It is not so good as tlmt 
of the shepherd; each family whose 
children frequent, the school feeds Jn 
Its turn the schoolmaster. The school 
building is a miserable hut, often 
where pigs, hens and cows are fed 
twice n day. It is the business of the 
teacher to keep his school clean, snye 
at Ponomareff in his official report. 
'Bhere Is no ventilution; nt the ap- 
pronch of the COM weather all win- 
dows are hermeticallv closed with clay 
or glazier's putty. The moujik can- 
lie open in winter time. In regard to 
the heating, it is quite primitive. Each 
scholar is bound to bring some pieces 
of wood to heat the school. When it Is 
freezing too hard the pupils do not 
come, and the teacher, being compelled 
to remain until the evening, envelops 
himself in his touloupe, or sheepskin, 
nnd stays motionless in a corner of the 
"khatn." or school hut. 

Such is the custom in poor villages. 
In the rich villages the schoolmaster, 
Instead of being u martyr, becomes a 
tyrant. He strikes the pupils brutally, 
tears off their enrs and pulls their hair 
nnd breaks their teeth, for he is al- 
most continually drunk. The official 
report instances many cases in which 
the children were violently thrown on 
the ground nnd bruised by the teach- 
er's feet to such n point that blood 
gushed out from their noses i>nd 
mouths. But what Is most extraor- 
dinary, says M. Ponomareff, is that 
those queer schoolmasters Intrust the . 
task of teaching to the best scholars. 
These are called "the first' group," or 
"the professors," and they are not 
above eight or ten years of age. While 
they try to tench their little comrades 
the schoolmaster sits down to drink in 
the next kahako." 

The St. Petersburg correspondence, 
which gives this summary of Pono- 
mareff's report, says that on receiving 
It the minister of public instruction.
